The railway company is report- 
ed to be willing to dispose of the 
bus service, 2 representative of the 
company being at the Ontario 
meeting last night. The bus ser- 
vice has been operated at a loss, 
but an individual will be able to 
handle the business with less over- 
head expense, it was reported. 

Mr. Martinez is preparing to| 
purchase a specially constructed 
passenger bus. He will operate on 
the Pacific Electric's present sched- 
ule, which calls for 24 trips daily 
between the Upland Pacific | 
tric depot and Ontario. 

Mr. Martinez has resided in the | 
Chaffey district for many years. | 
He resides with his family at 994 | 
South Archibald avenue, Cuca- 
monga. 

When the Upland city council! 
meets April 15, Mr. Martinez plans 
to present the situation and seek | 
to get approval of the change in 
the franchise.
